URGED TO AID 
HUNGARIAN REFUGEES 
Lutheran congregations in Cana- 
da are being encouraged to cooper- 
ate with local community afforts 

in behalf of Hungarian refugees. 
For the present, Canadian Luth- 
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Chur ch News from here and there 


eran World Relief, Lutheran re- 
settlement agency in Canada, has 
indicated that it is giving no direct 
assistance to the refugees. 

Community coordinating commit- 
tees have been set up to mobilize 
local resources in most centers ac- 
ross Canada. These committees 
supplement government efforts in 
supplying clothing, furniture, and 
sometimes free accommodations and 
board for limited periods. 

The Canadian Government, how- 
ever, accepts full responsibility for 
the refugees during their first year 
in Canada. This includes the find- 
ing of employment and accommoda- 
tions, also medical care and hospi- 
talization where necessary. Free 
transportation is being granted to 
all, including passage by air and sea. 

Canada has agreed to accept some 
28,000 of the refugees, according to 
an announcement by the Immigra- 
tion Minister, the Honorable J. W. 
Pickersgill. This means roughly 
that Canada will receive between 
one-sixth and one-seventh of the 
Hungarians who have fled to Aus- 
tria. 

More than 10,000 Hungarians have 
already arrived, and the figure is 
expected to rise to 15,000 by the end 
of February. Another 13,000 would 
reach Canada after March 1.

dress has been difficult, not to say 
impossible, since the trouble has con- 
sistently and deliberately been  in- 
stigated by the local Roman Catholic 
priest. (The Roman Catholic clergy 
is immune to interference by the arm 
of civil law.) 

Mr. Carlos Leal, who courageously 
kept building the walls of the new 
chapel in Parpa (to replace the one 
destroyed by Roman Catholic fanatics 
in 1950) finally had to abandon the 
work to spend some time in the same 


_foul-smelling jail of Socota. He is now 


among the refugees trying to make a 
living in the capital, and the sturdy 
stone walls he built stand roofless as 
a tacit witness to a faith which can 
wait. 

Our primary schools in Parpa and 
Mausa still remain “sealed” in open 
violation of the national constitution. 
A new decree in the field of educa- 
tion went into effect in 1956, requir- 
ing that religion in all public and pri- 
vate school where Roman Catholics 
are enrolled be taught by a Roman 
Catholic. This forced Evangelical 
schools to require signatures of all 
parents enrolling their children, to the 
effect that they are non-Roman Cath- 
olic. Many nominal Catholics with 
Protestant inclinations sign; others 
vacillate because of what this may en- 
tail for their business, the education 
of older children, or because they are 
not able to stand by the same af- 
firmation before the local ecclesiastical 
authorities. We understand that the 
Roman Church is now taking a house 
to house census in order to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon any who might 
deflect from its ranks. A shoemaker 
who is taking instruction for mem- 
bership in our church and whose child- 
ren are enrolled in our school had 
to give up his rented home and shop 
as a result of the public announcement 
from .the pulpit of the local Roman 
Catholic Church of his excommunica- 
tion. 

This bigoted attempt to strangle 
Protestant education appears all the 
more preposterous when it is taken 
into account that in Colombia less 
than half of school-age children at- 
tend school and that the national 
school system, from primary to univer- 
sity levels, is directly controlled by 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

Nevertheless, our schools in Bogota, 
Sogamoso, and El Carrizal continued, 
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with a somewhat smaller attendance; 
a school was re-opened in El Cocuy, 
and in Tunja a school was starte 
the first Evangelical school to opera 
in that city. 

Enrollment at our Bible Institute w. 
28, the largest in its history. Twent 
five students completed the year an 
three were graduated. More class roo 
and dormitory space had to be pr 
vided, even though five aspirants ha 
to be turned away because of failing ‘ 
the admittance examination. It is har 
to turn down these young peopl 
some of whom have not had the of 
portunity to complete their gr 
school work because our rural scho 
are not allowed, by local authorit 
to operate. But we have no choice 
the level of work done in the Institu 
is to qualify students to teach in our © 
primary schools when they graduate. 

During the course of the year t 
congregations were organized into 
national Luther League which t 
call “Juventud del Castillo Fue 
(Youth of the Mighty Fortress). — 

The Bogota congregation is beir 
served by Colombian Pastor Pausanias- 
Wilches. Membership there has not 
increased at the rate that could db ‘ 
expected, taking into account the num- 
ber of refugees that come to live 
the capital. This may be due to th 
attending the church nearest the pl 
they happen to locate, and in so 
cases because we have failed to sh 
on the rural level that the Lutheran 
Church is different and thus instill in 
them sufficient loyalty to seek it out as 
the only choice upon coming to Bogota. 

More responsibility in financial sup-_ 
port is evident in most of our groups. 
even if the net results do not seem 
very tangible over against the con- 
tinued rise in cost of living and the 
difficulty many have in getting paying at 
jobs. Efforts are made to attack this — 
problem from two angles: deepening ~ 
of the spirtual life and responsibility 
of members, and helping them find | y 
ways of strengthening their economic 
standing. } 

On the whole, there is need of striv- 
ing for a more spontaneous witness on — 
the part of our members. The little — 
struggling, but winning, group at Tun- 
ja is to be commended in this res- — 
pect for leading the way in more © 
organized visitation of prospective — 
members by volunteers in the congre- 
gation.

Need for Gospel Ministers 

Following the devotions there was 
a presentation of a film strip highlight- 
ing the call of the ministry and the 
institutions of the church, colleges and 
seminaries, that prepare men for the 
ministry. Dr. Henry F. Schuh presi- 
dent of the American Lutheran 
Church, then addressed the assembly 
on the “Church’s Need for Gospel 
Ministers”.

Young Men Are Ready for 
High Purpose

about 400 at one sitting for dinner, 
the congregation’s gift to the cause. 
The mothers and daughters of the con- 
gregation served efficiently at the 
tables. And our young men carried 
themselves with dignity. From the 
beginning till the close that afternoon 
the sessions, even the recesses were 
marked with order. The audience was 
alert and attentive. Perhaps we of 
the church should work with our boys 
separately these years more than we 
do. Is it possible that by throwing 
the sexes together so much of the 
time as we do in our work we forfeit 
some of the emphases on the overall 
purpose of life, i.e. to be of service 
to God and country? These young 
men are not ready for ftarriage, but 
they are ready to consider high pur- 
poses, such as this conference pro- 
vided.

Highlights of the year were the 
annual “Asamblea” of our church in 
June and the Centennial celebration 
of Protestantism in Colombia in July. 
At this time we were also blessed and 
inspired by the visit of Dr. Andrew 
S. Burgess, Professor of Missions at 
Luther Seminary. 

Membership gains were not large on 
our field; only 59 during the year: 17 
children baptized, 1 adult baptized, 
and 41 confirmed from nominal Ro- 
manism. But knowing that “Hitherto 
the Lord has helped us”, we look with 
realistic confidence to the future. Plans 
are under way to launch a “family 
altar” campaign in our congregations 
with the aim to establish daily devo- 
tions in every home. Then will follow 
an adaptation of the ‘“Preaching-Teach- 
ing-Reaching” program. 

Conditions in Colombia and in the 
world accentuate the urgency of our 
task of bringing Christ to the nations. 
How can the greatest number of peo- 
ple be reached in the shortest possible 


‘time with the message of His love and

“When the proffer was refused it 
may be the Aucas became infuriated.” 

“The other theory it that the Aucas 
became convinced the missionary par- 
ty, bearing camp equipment, was set- 
ting up permanent quarters. The 
Aucas may have feared a trick.” 

Mr. Bostrom described the Aucas 
as a stone-age, nudist tribe, physically 
well developed and intelligent despite 
their backward way of life. Cruelty, 
he asserted, was traditional with these 
Indians. 

“They kill their women with little 
provocation,” he said. 

Mr. Bostrom said the martyrdom of 
the five young men had proved a 
great stimulus to mission work. 

“Their fate has stimulated mission- 
ary work not .only in Ecuador but 
throughout the world. Two thousand 
young people have volunteered for 
missionary work,” he asserted.
